City Can Now Get in the Business of Farming 


peanut allotment, 

Since immediate action was not requir- 
ed, the council passed up the problem but it 
will face them next meeting night. 

In Coffee County, growers average a 
little over 1,000 pounds of peanuts per acre 
in normal years. On nine acres the city 
should get around 4.5 tons. Price per ton 
varies according to quality but should be in 
the neighborhood of $200. If the city netted 
just $300 of the $900 potential, the money 
would look good in the general fund.
